McCullough drug-store in Newton, on the only 
spot of dry ground in the entire city, placed on 
the bulletin board in the window a message 
saying: “ The river is falling at Cincinnati.” 
Instantly a hundred tongues proclaimed the 
glad news, and a thousand hearts were made 
lighter as théy caught the joyful tidings thar 
echoed from every lip, and at the same time, as 
if to show the smitten people that all was 
not. gloom and despair, the sun shone out in 


splendor, and for the first time in this 


dazzling 

dark period the people of this distressed city 
felt the pleasure of a new hope. The little 
spot of ground in Newtown that smiled above 
a sea of water was soon a perfect jam of peo- 
ple discussing the beginning of the end of the. 
terrible flood. 


EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE. 
The ruin and desolation that will be made 


| visible when the devastating waters surrender 
back the town will be fearful in the extreme. 
Fully 300 dwelling houses have been overtoppled 
and wrecked or swept entirely away by the de- 
structive torrents, while as many more have 
been seriously damaged or displaced, and there 
remains scarcely a barn or outbuilding of any 
kind standing in the entire city. The destruc- 
tion to property has been almost two-fold great- 
er this time than in the preceding flood of last 
February, and $1,000,000 will hardly cover the 
general losses. Many people will be financially 
ruined, and the accumulations of many years 
of toil have disappeared amid the surging 
waters. 


RECEIPTS OF COAL AND PROVISIONS. 
The cold weather that came upon the people, 


although gratifying in the belief of its check- 
ing the rise, yet caused increased suffering to 
the people on account of the supply of coal 
being exhausted; but, while the Relief Com- 
mittee were in session devising some means to 
procure fuel, a welcome dispatch was received 
from H. C. Miner, Chairman of the Relief Com- 
mittee at Cincinnati, stating that he had started 
for this place a barge load of 9,000 bushels of 
coal. The trouble in this direction was at 
once ended, and, in view of the fact that Cin- 
cinnati is herself .a terrible sufferer from the 
fiood calamity, her liberal efforts to assist 
a distressed town in another State crown her 
generosity with unequaled lustre. The coal 
will reach here tomorrow morning, and, while 
it gives the warmth of comfort to its recip- 
ients, it will also create a fire of gratitude in 
the hearts of the sufferers for the generous 
city and its sympathetic citizens. 


Supplies came in — quarters. 
and rations are on for a full today; 
but the number of dependents continues to in- 
crease, as those who held back for several days 
are compelled to visit the commissary for their 
subsistence, and the general calamity has 
placed all upon a level within the inundated 
city.

THE WATER STEADILY FALLING. 

Feb. 15.—({Special.]—The 
river is falling at the tate of three-fourths of 
an inch an hour, which is about the rate at 
which it rose. The pumps of the water-works 
can be started within three days, but it will be 
six days before there will be any gas. The 
needs of those who have been driven from their 
homes are not lessened by the slight fall, but 
will rather increase with cach day for a week 
or ten days to come. Many working people 
who had a few dollars ahead did not apply 
for relief during the first week, but 
now their money is gone and they will have to 
be helped. It should be understood that every 
manufactory in the city was shut down, 
whether in the flooded district or not, and a 
great army of people have earned nothing for 
ten days except what they have been paid for 
helping save property. The number who ha 
been driven from their homes therefore by 
means represents ali who are in need of help. 

The cold weather of the last two days has in- 
creased the suffering, and, as the coal-yards 
are all under water, it is with difficulty that 
fuel is provided. 

ESTIMATES AS TO THE DAMAGE. 

The direct damage to property in Cincinnati 
is estimated at $3,000,000, and that acroés the 
river in Covington and Newport at $2,000,000 
more. As the water subsides the damage may 
be found to be much greater than is now 
known, and buildings which now seem secure 
may fall down when the support which the wa- 
ter affords them is removed. The indirect 
damage it is impossible to calculate, but it will 
be many times greater than the direct damage 
our item is an estimate of. The indirect dam- 
age would be the losses trom the entire sus- | 
pension of business for two weeks. 

o Another and still greater item is the depre- 
ciation of property in the inundated districts 
owing to the apprehension of future floods. 
To how great an extent buildings have been 
damaged it is impossible as yet to say. Build- 
ers fear that there are any number of boild- 
ings that will have to be strengthened. They 
say that the severe cold weather in January 
froze the ground from two to three feet, and 
the foundation walls of buildings were full of 
frost when the flood appeared. They argue

AN IMPROVEMENT OVER LAST WEEK. — 

New York, Feb. 15.—[ Special. — The general 
merchandise movement throughout the coun- 
try during the last week, as reported in special 
telegrams to Bradstreet's, can hardly be regard- 
ed as an improvement upon that of the week pre- 
ceeding.

President R. R. Cable Extremely Bitter 
in His Remarks About the 
Plutocrat.

R. R. CABLE. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
ROAD. 

New York, Feb. 15.—([Special.|—Mr. R. KR. 
Cable, the President of the Chicago, Rock ISI 
and & Pacific Railroad, is a guest at the Wind- 
sor Hotel. He was asked this evening to give 
his understanding of the facts involved in the 
suit instituted by Harvey Kennedy to force an 
exhibition of the transfer-books of the com- 
pany by Francis H. Tows, the Secretary and 
the Transfer Agent in New York. Mr. Cable 
said: When Mr. Kennedy made the demand 
preliminary to the commencement of his suit 
he stated to Mr. Tows that he represented Mr. 
Vanderbilt, ‘ the largest stockholder.’ In another 
interview later in the day he attempted to 
modify this statement. This was undoubtedly 
prompted by a suggestion from headquarters 
that he had been indiscreet in naming his prin- 
cipal. I have not changed the opinion which I 
expressed last evening—that Mr. Vanderbilt is 
the real party.“

“As a stockhoider in the Rock Island Com- 


pany he has no ground for complaint. As 
William H. Vanderbilt he feels that the shares 
he owns are entitled to more consideration than 
a like number of shares owned by any other 
person or persons, and as a stockholder in the 
Chicago & Northwestern Company he feels that 
the Rock Island management has not been sub- 
servient to that of its rival (the Northwestern) 
as his interests require that it should be.”

What do you mean by saying that he has no 
ground for complaint as a stockholder in the 
Rock Island Company?” 

He owns 12,000 shares of the Rock Island 
stock, worth in the market today about $1,400,- 
000, but which cost him not to exceed $600,000.

If Germans were not in 
the habit of eating their own hams, sausages, 
and other pork-products raw they would not 
have suffered from trichiniasis, The Ger- 
man Government has not a scintilla ot evi- 
dence to show that our pork is unsound, and 
the statement of the Nord Deutsche Zeitung 
that prohibition was enforced in the interests 
of public health isa gratuitous falsehood to 
cover an insidious and unfriendly blow at 
this country and its farming interests, 

An independent Government can only re- 
ply to any attempt at intimidation by counter 
reprisals, consisting in increased customs 
duties and affecting the intercourse of the 
two countries,” is the threat with which the 
Nord Deutsche Zeitung closes its criticism. 
Well, that is a game two can play at. This 
great country is not dependent upon Ger- 
many for any of the staples of life.

THE OUTCRY AGAINST “AGITATION,” 

The burden of all the arguments made 
against the Morrison bil! before the Ways 
and Means Committee is the lying assertion 


that depression in the manufacturing circles 


is due to the constant ‘‘ agitation” of the 
tariff—that is to say, the country must stop 


talking about high-tariff taxation. If that be 


essential to the prosperity of American manu- 
facturers we fear they will be compelled to 
stand it. The tariff has been a fruitful ob- 
ject of discuasion ever since the Government 
was founded, 100 years ago, and it is proba- 
ble it will continue to be so until a policy 
shall be established whieh will enable the 
American consumers to buy where they can 
buy cheapest and the American manu- 
facturers to sell their goods in any quarter 
of the globe where superior methods and 


enterprise will enable them to compete 


with the manufacturers and carriers of other 
countries. As that era seems to be still far 
off, discussion and agitation will go on, and 
no scheme has yet been suggested which will 
put a stop to it. But it is very silly all the 
same to charge upon such ‘ agitation” the 
responsibility for the prevailing depression 
among the highly-protected manufacturing 
interests. This is an afterthought, designed 
merely to head off the Congressional move- 
ment for a reduction of taxes. It was not 
pretended that ‘‘ agitation ” was the cause of 
the depression which set in before the Tariff 
bill of the last Congress was proposed. It 
was very obvious at that time, and it was 


frankly admitted by the manufacturers, that 


the collapse in prices was the result of over- 
production, caused by too much tariff stimu- 
lation. The excessively high duties guaran- 
teed exorbitant prices on the consumers for a 
time; exorbitant prices encouraged the in- 
vestment of too much capital; the invest- 
ment of too much capital resulted in over 
production and a glut and breakdown in the 
market; the glut in the market produced a 
violent reaction; prices tumbled; employés 
were discharged by thousands; wages were 
put down severely; and depression became 
general. All this, too, while the tariff con- 
tinued at high-water mark, and was prohib- 
itory on most competing foreign goods, 

It requires considerable cheek to say that 
“ agitation ”’—that is, talking about reducing 
the tarif produced the breakdown that now 
exists in the most highly-jitotected lines of 
manufactures. The naked truth is, that the 
manufacturers, stimulated by too much 
bounty, turned out more dear goods than the 
limited home market could consume, and 
they were shut out from foreign markets by 
the very system which developed their arti- 
ficial growth. They have suffered the logical 
and inevitable consequences. No amount of 
“agitation” could improve or injure their 
condition. 

If the drift of public sentiment and the 
propositions made in Congress were in the 
direction of a still higher tariff, such tend- 
encies could not rescue the manufacturing 
interests from the depression which too 
much protection has brought upon them, for 
overproduction would still confront them. 
The only practical relief must be sought in 
bringing down prices to a level which will 
promote increased consumption, for the 
cheaper goods ere the more people can buy. 
It is not agitation of reform, but the actual 
existence of abuses, which is responsible for 


the present trouble in the highly-protected 


lines of manufactures. 


THE GROGSELLERS’ SCHEME. 
The Chicago saloonists, at the last meeting 
of their association, as reported in yester- 
day's papers, openly proclaimed their inten- 
tion to violate the new License act.. They 
have not waited for the Supreme Court de- 
cision to tear off the mask completely. Act- 
ing on the advice of an attorney, they have 
determined to urge on the Council the 
adoption of a discriminating ordinance which 
shall fix the beer-saloon tax at $150 and the 
whisky tax at $500, with the proclaimed pur- 
pose of only taking out licenses at the beer 
figure and selling not only beer but whisky 
and all manner of hard drinks under it. 

It is not pretended that this would be legal ; 
on the contrary, the saloonkeepers and their 
attorney do not hesitate to admit that they 
are well aware that it will be contrary to the 
law. They rely, however, on the support of 
the Mayor and the City Council to aid them 
in this project of nullification. Lawyer Me- 
Keough assured his clients, the grogsellers, 
yesterday that the Council will pass the dis- 
criminating ordinance for the purpose, as he 
said, of assisting this grand opposition to 
the Harper law.” The Mayor has been in- 
dustriously advocating such an ordinance, 
with a full knowledge of the purposes for 
which it is to be used. McKeough knows 
what he speaks of probably. There are suf- 
ficient saloonkeepers and tools of saloonkeep- 
ers in the Council to pass an ordinance in 
consonance with the wishes of nullifiers. If 
there are a few votes wanting they can be se- 
cured by a judicious use of a portion of the 
$50,000 corruption fund which is to be raised. 
Mr. Mette knows how to use it. The po-

not fear. They will not molest you 
while you violate the law. The grogsellers’ 
attorney must have had assurances from 
high quarters“ to talk so confidently. 

Do this lawyer and his whisky-vending 
clients imagine for a moment that even 
though the Mayor, the Aldermen, the law 
officers of the city, and the police force should 
side with the lawbreakers that they will not 
be punished? Do they believe that the law- 
abiding, self-respecting, decent citizens would 
permit the grog-venders to nullify a reason- 
able, just, and salutary law? Do they not 
know that to persist in the course mapped 
out at the meeting of Tuesday by Mette and 
McKeough would rouse such a feeling in the 
minds of the conservative element in the 
community that the grogsellers and the 
whisky-loafers and jumping-jack politicians 
behind them would be scattered like chaff ?

SHERMAN ON SILVER. 

John Sherman never misses an opportuni- 
ty to denounce that part of the American 
monetary system which recognizes the stand- 
ard silver dollar, and thus establishes the 
double standard. His hostility to silver dates 
from the time when he was Secretary of the 
Treasury under Hayes and maintained close 
relations with the New York money-lenders. 
There is something like personal rancor in 
his rabid attacks, because he encountered a 
personal defeat when the standard dollar was 
restored in spite of his opposition. But his 
tirade in the Senate pending the discussion 
| of the McPherson Bank bill was more than 
ordinarily far-fetched and out of place; he 
found it impossible to establish any connec- 
tion between the silver dollar and the bond 
basis proposed for bank circulation, 
but he repeated the well-worn warn 
ing that the country is rapidly ap- 
proaching an exclusive silver basis, which 
will revolutionize prices, drive out gold, and 
create a serious disturbance in busmess. 
This was to be the immediate result of re- 
monetizing silver, according to Sherman and 
those who believe as he does; but as .several 
years have elapsed since the coinage of the 
standard dollar was resumed and we are ap- 
parently in no immediate danger of losing 
our gold Sherman’s croakings will have no 
effect. His new onslaught on silver may be 
regarded as unfortunate, however, because it 
will tend to arrest the growing sentiment 
among silver men in favor of suspending the 
eoinage of the standard dollars as a means 
to hasten an international agreement on a 
ratio of values between gold and silver. 
When John Shermay urges such suspension 
the movement is naturally regarded with 
suspicion, because it is known that he 
and the interests he represents would 
not be content with that, but would then pro- 
ceed to agitate the permanent elimination of 
| silver from our monetary system, the repeal 
of the legal-tender function which now at- 
taches to both the silver and the greenback 
dollar, and the contraction of the legal-tend- 
er fund to gold alone. The country will 
not consent to this capitalistic scheme, but it 
would approve a temporary expansion of 
silver coinage as a step in the direction of a 
league among the great commercial nations 
to establish the double standard upon an 
agreed ratio, This might be accomplished if 
John Sherman and others like him could be 
induced to keep still. In the absence of in- 
ternational agreement all the, United States 
Government can do is to maintain the legal- 
tender value of the silver dollar. There is 
now all the silver coin in the country neces- 
-sary to that end. Let England, which is 
chiefly responsible for the defeat of 
an international agreement, take care | 
of the bullion value of silver and stand 
the brunt of further decline in its India rev- 
enues and trade.

The public have not admitted either the 
justice or policy of passing a copyright bill 
which will enable English authors to double 
and quadruple the price of books on American 
readers. Members of Congress would do well 
to pause and reflect on the effect of such a 
bill on their constituents and the consequences 
to themselves before voting for its passage. If 
the object was not to make books dear publish- 
ers and authors would not be lobbying Con- 
gress to pass the bill, Let each Western mem- 
ber of Congress ask himself how much benefit 
it will be to his constituents to double the 
price of books on them; and how many votes 
he will make by so doing. He will undoubtedly 
please British authors and New England and 
York book-publishers by enabling them to 
pool their interests and fleece the public; but 
they will do nothing to placate the book-read- 
ing public who will be enraged at their Con- 
gressmen for giving them away to be fobbed. 


THERE is one feature about the Morrison 
bill which Republicans cannot safely ignore. 


It is a protection bill. It proposes a higher rate 


of duties than the old-time Whigs ever dreamt 
of establishing even when American indus 
try wae in its infancy. It does not contem- 
plate any reduction below the rate established 
by the Morrill tariff, which was adopted by the 
Republlcaus in the face of war inflations. It 
proceeds upon the same line as the Republican 
measure of 1372, which made a horizontal re- 
duction of 10 per cent. If passed, it will 
achieve no greater reduction than that pro- 
posed by the Republican Tariff Commission of 
last year. Though introduced by a Western 
Democratic member, the scheme conforms in 
essential particulars to past Republican policy, 
and the Republicans cannot afford to go into a 
Presidential campaign as opposed to the tax- 
reduction it offers. 


Mr. Namo, Chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, has prepared a report on the commercial, 
industrial, and transportation interests of Mex- 
ico, with special reference to the railroads now 


in course of construction from the United 


States into that country. The report also treats 
of the climate, agricultural and mineral re- 
sources of Mexico, the intense public interest 
in that country on the subject of railroad com- 
munication with the United States, and the se- 
curity of life and property in Mexico. A map 
has been prepared to accompany the report, 
printed in colors, showing the elevations below

A night in Arcady, in pleasant vales beyond 
the precincts of our weary, work-a-day world— 
a night in the land of lotos, of laughter, and of 
love! The scene was in quaint Messina many 
years ago, and among the gallants and the 
ladies of a golden age the poet's fancy led the 
willing mind. Then it was that wit sparkled in 
the eyes ot beauty and jests lingered on the 
lips of valor, for the world had not yet grown 
too old to smile, nor had it recognized 
the dignity of stupidity. The hand of 

snius lifted Shakespeare's wand, and out of our 
—— prosy life the imagination gladly wan- 
dered into the regions of romance. 

It was the surpassing merit of Mr. Irving's 
production of 
ing” that the dainty spell of fragile 
fiction was never once broken, that 
the yellow haze of poetry which 
broods above the comedy was never once dis- 
pelied. Harsh realism would have been an un- 
weicome intruder in that land of fond delights. 

The scene in Leonato’s house was exquisitly 
presented, the pages flitting to and fro 
among the guests, the masked revelers 
moving to the sound of distant mu- 
sic, and cavaliers and ladies exchanging 
their sallies of wit and raillery. There was 
Benedick as Shakspeare drew him—the soldier 
and the gentleman, the gayest of the gay— 
bantering my dear Lady Disdain as if he 
half-feared and half-admired her quick and 
there might be a 

there might 
be one more engaging in outward 
appearance and in motion, but where could be 
found one who could embody more perfectiy 
the essence of the poet's creation, who could 
so elaborate and intensify the ideal which 
shines from the ancient apd illumined page? — 

Henry Irving’s fancy is most happily at home 
in comedy; his smile at time s is as fascinating 
as that of a woman; his voice, which quivers 
80 weirdly at the touch of passion, may be at- 
tuned to the sweetness of a familiar and al- 
most-forgotten melody, It is a voice of no 
great volume, but of penetrating quality, and 
though it strays into an eccentric labyrinth at 
times it is capable of the most delicate phras- 
img, of the most tender or most tragic expres- 
sign. 


Perhaps the most delicious scene in the com- 
edy was that in the garden, when Benedick is 
caught in Cupid’s net. The quiaszicai and skep- 
tical expression fades from bis face. He is 
thoroughly mystified for a moment, but refiec- 
tion tells him that Beatrice really loves him, 
and he graspa at the conclusion as if he were 
giad of the discovery. He seems to convey the 
impression that he had loved Beatrice from 
the first, although he had never admitted it to 
himself. This is intensifying the author's 
meaning in a most natural manner, and it is 
one of the best illustrations we have of Mr. 
Irving’s artistic intuition. 

His Benedick was atrue, poetic, and tofty 
interpretation; it was the light sketch of the 
poet richly colored and completed; it was the 
full-biown blossom of pure, romantic comedy. 

But what shall be said of Ellen Terry, who 
gave to the performance its crowning grace, 
and sprightiiness, and charm? A great deal of 
the wit in Much Ado About Nothing” is far- 
fetched and subtle, for the characters lived in 
a happy age when it was a crime 
not to be witty. But Shakspeare, 
in writing of a partioular age, wrote for all 
time, and it is the province of the highest 
genius to reveal his master strokes of nature in 
all tneir out-gushing spontaneity. This Ellen 
Terry does as no woman has done before her. 
Every one remembers how, as Portia, she 
said of a mincing lover, God made him a 
mu, and so let him be!“ The poet's tragic ut- 
terances seem to the mind more overwhelming- 
ly grand than any actor can render them, but 
his wit is often so foreign to the spirit of this 
century that one fails to appreciate it when it 
ig read in the seclusion of the study. 
It ig Men Terry’s highest merit that 
she enters into the very heart of Shakspeare’s 
meaning and makes the most simple passages 
flash out with irresistible and wonderfully das- 


zung mirth. The th of her sensitive and 
soulful intellige gives a sudden and 
sparkling charm to the lines that 


quoted above, she 
captures an audience with one dash of genius, 
and all hearts respond to the touch of nature 
with one mighty throb. She was in her most 
brilliant vein last night, and the vast audience 
gave her an ovauon which was the noblest 
tribute that appreciation could render 
to genius. How strange that a wom- 
an who, as Ophelia, moved a thousand 
spectators to tears, should the next night cail 
the spirit of laughter from the smiling sky and 
diffuse about her the delicious aroma of joy!

THE FATAL NAME OF WALTER. 

Communication to Indianapolis Times: Forty- 
four years ago the writer was called in a pro- 
fessional capacity to a rudely constructed log- 
cabin in the woods, sixteen miles east of this 
city. A male child was born—the first born of 
man and wife—whose intelligence and general 
cultivation was much in advance of the society 
in which they lived. They were determined 
to make themselves a home of plenty in the 
new country by their own industry, having 
nothing but a quarter section of good land and 
their household goods. Thev came from Clear- 
mont County, Ohio. Three neighbor women 
were there, and after the little stranger was 
dressed the mother, with black hair and beau- 
tiful eyes, was asked to name the boy. 1 
want to call him Walter, but it is an unlucky 
name. My great-grandfather was named Wal- 
ter, and he never came home from the War 
for Independence. Then my husband's grand- 
father was named Walter, he went to the War 
of 1812 and he never returned. His oldest 
brother was named Walter. He went to sea 
and we heard that he became a soldier in Ru- 
rope, but he never returned. We do not know 
where any of them are buried. No grave- 
stones mark their resting-places. is no 
war now. and I trust never will be in our life- 
time in this country, and I am in favor of call- 
ing him Walter, that the old family name may 
be retained among us. Twenty-two years from 
that time Walter bade his widowed mother 
farewell to join the army for the defense of 
the Union and the home of his childhood. He 
was a good and brave boy, but was missing 
after the battle of Stone River. All efforts to 
gain some trace of his death and final resting- 
place proved futile, Noone can tell where, 
when, or how he died, or who dispored of his 
remains. His mother mourned the loss of her 
first-born, and often regretted that she had 
named him Walter. A few years ago she died 
at the old home, On her death-bed she said: 
“Bury me beside my husband on the hillside, 
and if Walter's grave is ever found spend all 
the estate I leave, if it takes that much, to

INDUSTRIAL CRISIS IN PARIS. 

CAUSE OF THE HARD TIMES IN THAT CITY. 

Parts, Feb. 1.—M. Jules Ferry said that 
Lyons had recovered its prosperity; and that 
Bordeaux and Havre were flourishing, the in- 
dustrial crisis being, indeed, confined to Paris. 
He complimented the Parisian artisans on the 
constancy with which they bore their suffer- 
ings andon their disregard of Anarchist or 
Royalist incitements, He deprecated exag- 
gerations like those of M. de Mun, who had 
spoken of 80,000 unemployed persons, and he 
appealed to the pawnbroking and charity 
statistics in proof that 1883 had 
not. been worse than 1882. The cabinetmakers 
were no worse off than in 1882, and so with the 
makers of cheap jewelry, though the latter 
continued to suffer from German competition. 
The wholesale shoe trade was suffering from 
diminished exports; but those engaged in con- 
structing women's shoes were not affected; 
and ornamental feathers were exported to an 
amount exceeding 30,000,000 francs. Lace, 
mereery, and buttons were depressed—Italy. 
for instance, now making berown buttons; but 
children’s toys were reviving, owing to the ef- 
forts of a manufacturer who had ended by 

the Germans. 

M. Ferry attributed the crisis in articles of 
luxury to the competition induced by higher 
wages, to excessive profits, and to backward- 
ness in adopting improved tools, especially in 
earpentry and furniture-making. Windows 
and doors came ready-made, not only from 
abroad, but from Normandy and the Jura; 
while a Paris firm, to meet German competi- 
tion, had been compelled to oy German tim- 
ber. As to raising the customs duties to shut 
out foreign goods, this would be a death-blow 
to Paris industry. The idea of expelling for-

SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—Mr. Pendleton 
sent to the desk and had read a telegraphic dis- 
patch from Richard Smith, of Cincinnati, to Rep- 
resentative Jordan, saying that the Secretary of 
War had done grandly in the matter of the relief 
of the sufferers by the Ohio floods; that red tape.

He wanted to see the National debt disappear, be- 
cause its disappearance would be a practical re- 
solvent of many disturbing questions. We could 
not consider the tariff question today as it ought to 
be considered, either us an abstract or practical 
question, without being met by the necessity of 
providing a large sum zoft money, in 
some way, for the payment of the 
est and principal of the public debt. 
If we had no National debt now we would not 
be discussing these bills, nor be concerned about 
the premium on bonds, nor the effect on the cur- 
rency ot the desire of the banks to reaiize that 
premium. The debt was the only thing which to- 
day stood in the wav of some deftinit, National set- 
tlement of this question of currency. He was him- 
self willing to go as far as any one in commending 
the National-bank system for all that was good in 
it. It was wise at the time of its inception; it per- 
formed its usual function not only in supplying 
bonds for sale, but also in supp! currency 
which took the place of State-bank currency, and 
took that place at a time when the country was 
perbaps not ready for a more radical measure. It 
had also given the country a useful system of 


to continue it must de absolutely 
without reference to any function of providing cur- 
rency for the country. That function had not been 
attended with any great profit to the banks, and it 
was nat the most useful function which the banks 
could éxercise. Referring to the question of the 
contraction of the currency, Mr. Plumb said the

Mr. Plumb then offered an amendment 
that when the circulation of any National bank 
shall be surrendered, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shal) issue an equivalent amount of Treasury 
notes of the denomination now provided by law 
for National-bank notes; such Treasury notes to be 
deposited in the Treasury and paid out as other 
moneys kept for the discharge of,the obligations of 
the Government, including the duties on imports; 
they shall be legal tender between National banks 
and forall debts due any National bank; shall be 
redeemable in coin, as legal-tender notes of the 
United States now are, and‘when received into the 
Treasury shall be reissued; and when matilated or 
worn shall be replaced as now provided by law for 
legal-tender motes; the coin in the Treasury 
on the passage of the act for the 
redem of legal-tender notes to be 
also applicable for the redemption of these Treas- 
ury notes, and such coin reserve may from time to 
time be increased in the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, but the total amount of such coin 
shall never be less than 25 per cent nor more than 
30 per cent of the total amount of legal-tender and 
Treasury notes outstanding. ;

The Old Man's Will, Memorandum-Book,

The murderer of Mr. and Mrs. Willson is still

The impress of the third, fourth, and 
fifth fingers ano a portion of the palm of a 
right hand is quite distinct when the wall- 
paper is closely examined, and the marks are 
indisputably of blood. It is probable that the 
mark was made by Mr. Willson as he fell to the 
ground after receiving the second shot. The 
fingers point in the direction in which the body 
lay, and the impress seems like what the old 
man would make in clutching at the wall in an 
attempt to recover his position while falling. 
The fact that the impress was made by slender 
fingers also tends to confirm this theory. It is 
possible, however, that the imprint was made 
by the red hand of the murderer or even by 
the physician who conducted the post-mortem 
examination. The imprint has been carefully 
covered with a sheet of paper, and will be pho- 
tographed today.

NO TRACE OF THE WIL. 

Mr. Willson's will has not been discovered. 
Though it is possible he may have destroyed it, 
his most intimate friends are of opinion he 
would not do so before making another. It is 
well known that he had willed the bulk ot his 
property to his nephew, Mr. James A. Willison. © 
In ease no will is found it will be a nice legal 
point to decide who Mr. Willson’s heirs are. In 
case Mr. Willson was killed first, then one-half 
the real estate and the whole of the personal 
property go to the wife and through her to her 
relatives, the grandnephews already named, 
the other half of the real estate going to the 
husband's nephew, Mr. James A. Willison, he be- 
ing the only relative.

Frank Hilands, a Notorious Character, Bus-

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 15.—{Special.]—A Fort 
Buford correspondent says the condition of the

YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY. 


Attempt of Three Boys Confined in 
the House of Refuge at Rochester, 
N. X., to Burn the Building. 
Rocuester, N. ., Feb., 15.—[Special.]—A 
case of remarkable youthful depravity was 
manifested at the House of Refuge fn this city 
last night. The institution is under control of 
the State, and is directed bya board of local 
managers. During the last few months com- 
plaints were made at Albany of mismanage- 
mentin the institution, whose purpose is the 
detention under duress of delinquent boys and 
girls under 16 years of age. There are about 
200 confined there. As the result of the com- 
piaint about the management an investigating 
committee was appointed, and the members 
have visited the House of Refuge and par- 
tially completed their investigation. The 8 
under confinement were emboldened by 
belief that the keepers were to be found guilty 
and they were to be allowed «reater liberties. 
This belief led to frequent acts of insubordina- 
tion, when the boys showed great insolence 
and repeatedly defied the keepers. Their devil- 
try culminated last evening in a bold attempt 
to burn the building. About 6o’clock one in- 
mate reported to his teacher that there was a 
fire in the third story. The spot was hastily 
reached, and it was discovered that a bed 
had been set on fire and was nearly 
censumed. The flames had taken hold of 
the floor and were streaming up the side of the 
walls. Its timely discovery saved the destruc- 
tion of the building. Superintendent Fulton 
investigated the case and traced the incendiar- 
ism to three boys named Jacob Christy, aged 
16, Thomas Dalton, aged 15, and Daniel O’ Keef 
aged 14. They were closely questioned, an 
finally confessed that they were ina 

to burn the building.

GRAIN RECEIVERS. 


Election of Officers—New Rules for 
the P and Sale of Grain on 


elect officers for the ensuing year and to draft 
new rules governing the buying and selling of 
bulk grain from railroad side-tracks. The 
election of officers resulted as follows: Presi- 
dent, George M. How; Vice-President, George 
H. Sidwell; A. M. Henderson; Sec- 
retary, C. H. Carr. The follo rules were 
unanimously adopted for the purchase and sale 
of grain from railroad cars, and were submitted 
to the Board of Trade for final adoption by 
that body: 


The Grain Inspeetor of the Board of Trade shall 


obtain correct sapples in duplicate of all grain and 
milistuffs drriving in bulk by railroad at Chicago 
that is to be offered for sale by sample on track or 
for transfer to connecting lines. Such duplicate 
sample shall be placed in bags bearing the official 
stamp of the Inspector, and indicating the number 
and initials of the car from which samples have 
been taken, as well as stating the name of the rail- 
road by which it arrived and the date when sam- 
pled. Samples of cars arriving before 9:20 a. m. 
on any business day shall be delivered by said 


Ins to consignee or receiver of the 
grain before 11 o’clock a. m. of the same 
day, and samples of cars arriving after 9:30 


o’clock of any day shall be delivered to the con- 
signee or receiver not later than 11 o’clock a. m. of 
the next business day. One of the duplicate sam- 
ples obtained as provided shall be placed in the 
said Inspector’s office, which office shall be con- 
veniently located in or adjoining the Exchange 
Building of the Board of Trade, fora period of at 
least thirty days, for the purpose of comparison 
and examination; provided, however, it shall not 
be incumbent upon said Inspector to sample the 
grain of any car prior to its being marked tn some 
manner, to indicate the name of consignee, and his 
wish for a sample of the grain. The purchaser of 
grain by sample shall have the privilege of can- 
celing any and all purchases of grain or mill- 
stuf for immediate delivery in case the 
Board of Trade Inspector shall decide 
that the sample from which purchase was made is 
superior to the duplicate sample of the same lot of 
grain deposited in his own office, provided notice 
of the buyer’s intention to cancel the transaction 
shall be served on the seller by 4 o'clock p. m. of 
the day of purchase; and the buyer shall thereafter 
have no claim on the seller on account of said pur- 
chase; but either party shall have the right to ap- 
peal from the decision of the Inspector by refer- 
ring disputed cases to the judgment of three or 
less disinterested grain dealers to be immediately 
agreed upon by the parties In interest. When such 
an appeal is made due notiee mast be given by the 


party making it to the other party in interest be- 


fore 4:30 o’clock p. m. of the day of sale. 

All risk of condition on grain or milistaffs sold by 
grade or by sample, for delivery from track or by 
transfer, shall be assumed by the buver as soon as 
the property shall be found by the official Inspect- 

or to be equal in grade or quality to that contract- 
ed for; but it shall be the duty of the seller to or- 
der all cars sold to the line nominated by the buyer, 
within twenty-four hours—Sundays and holidays 
excepted—from the time of the completion of the 
sale. In case the seller fails to issue such order as 
required it shall be his duty to promptly notify the 
buyer of his neglect, and the buyer may, for such 
cause, then decline to accept the property pur- 


chased. 

It shall be the duty of the buyer to furnish trans- 
portation, or cars, for the reception of the property 
bought by him for delivery to roads other than that 
by which it arrives; and whenever the freight line 
nominated by the buyer, or the railway over which 
such line operates, is unable or unwilling to 
promptly receive and transfer the property from 
the railway over which the property sold may have 
arrived, or whenever any freight line or railway 
nominated by the buyer to which the property may 
bave been delivered is unable or unwilling to trans- 
fer said property within five days after its receipt 
by them, and issue its bills of lading therefor, the 
buyer shall be liable to the seller for any actual 
loss or damage that may arise in consequence of 
such railway’s imability, as Well as for interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum upon the valua- 
tion of the property until it is paid for. 

Contracts for grain or milistuffs to arrive— 
whether to be delivered on track or transferred to. 
other roads—shall be considered as fulfilled by the 
seller if the property actually arrives by incoming 
line within the time specified in contract; provided 
the property shall have been found, upon exami- 
nation of the official Inspector, to comply with the 
conditions of the contract as to quality. In case 
of non-arrival of property in time specified by con- 
tract, or in case property equal to sample or grade 
sold by is not tendered during the life of contract 
the buyer shall be entitled to the payment of 
equitable damages for its non-delivery. 

Property inspected ° 


and ear corn sold for transfer may be sold subject 
to reinspection. It shall, however, be incumbent 
upon the seller to state facts in the case when 
offering such property for sale by sample. Condi- 
tionally inspected property, sold as above, shall 
be reinspected at place of transfer by the Board 
of Trade Inspector, and in case it is found to be 
inferior to sample sold by, the purchaser may. in 
the absence of a mrnt to the contrary, de- 
clare the sale void if he so elects, provided notice 
is given to the seller without ulmecessary delay. 

The Board of Trade Inspector shall give bonds 
satisfactory to the Directors of the board for the 
faithful performance of his duty, and any claim for 
damages arising from alleged neglect or improper 
sampling on his part shall be submitted to and de- 
cided by the constituted tribuuals of arbitration of 
the association. 

The tees of the Board of Trade Inspector for 
sampling grain and millstuffs shall be established 
— the Bourd of Directors, as provided by the rules 


the association, the same to be paid by the seller, 
one-half of which shall be repaid to him by the 
purchaser 


Buyers of or for delivery from 
cars On track, or to local mills or warehouses shall 
be Mable to the seller for all accruing on 
such property after ö o'clock p. m. of the next day 
after receiving the seller's order for the delivery of 
the property to the buyer; andit shall be the duty 
of such buyers to report to the seller the actual 
weights ot property so bought within forty-eight 
hours after the property shall have been hauled 
from track or received at local mill or warehouse. 
Neglect or failureto report such weights within 
the time specified herein shall make the buyer lia- 
ble to the seller for an additional one-eighth of one 
cent per bushel on grain and 10 cents per ton on 
milistuffs, to be added to the contract price, for 
each day or part of day after the forty-eight-hour 
limit named herein shall have expired.

I bave not seen any better soil for rais- 
ing grass than is to be found in Southern Min- 
nesota and Northern Iowa. No other part of 
the country can raise grass and hay with as 
little expense as this section, We can grow 
tame grasses to perfection here, and dairymen 
should turn under their prairie-sod pasture and 
get tame grasses to insure greater profits. A 
good blue-grass pasture will reduce our feeding 
season four weeks. Clover hay fed in winter 
greatly assists in giving that peculiar aroma 
and sweet, nutty flavor so much desired by the 
consumers of good butter and which the but- 


The dairy cow requires a warm. stable and 
generous feed during cold weather to insure an 
abundant flow of milk. A cow well-wintered 
will yield one-half more milk all summer than 
the poorly-wintered cow will yield. Pumpkins 
are perhaps the best food for cows. Mangolds 
are excellent, and the cheapest food known. 
But after we have our blue grass, clover, and 
timothy pastures grown, cultivated our root 
crops, filled our corn-cribs, and grown our 
mammoth pumpkins, we must not negiect to 
use our brains in feeding them to obtain the 
best results.

Recent Poetry. 

Decidedly, Mr. Lewis Morris of Penbryn is a 
most loyal Welshman. What else can be 
meant by the publication in Songs Unsung” 
—Mr. Morris’ latest volume—of two poems 
which, short though they are, imply that the 
poet has had some connection with the Eistedd- 
fod? Assembled at the yearly Eisteddfod, all 
Wales assists at the enthroning of the hard 
—the poet who has written most acceptably, 
in less than 1,000 lines, upon some infinit theme 
like Love.“ But this is not all; the song- 
smitten Kymri then proceed to greet with en- 
thusiastic cries of Clweh! Clwch!’’ the read- 
ing of competitive satires aimed by gifted 
Gaels at the detractors of the Eisteddfod.” 
It is, therefore, with trepidation that we pro- 
nounce Mr. Morris’ two poems entitled In 
Wild Wales not wholly satisfactory; and we 
hasten to cover our retreat by declaring that 
there are three or four “Songs Unsung” 
which, though not upon Welsh themes, are 
equally unsatisfactory: “‘A Night in Na- 
ples,” Cradled in Music,” In the 
Strand,” “Coelum non Animum,” are among 
them. After this required discrimination there 
remains little of blame and much ot praise for 
“Songs Unsung.” The strong impression left 
by his previous work is reawakened, and we 
feel that Mr. Morris has something new and 
true to say; that such vigorous words must 
co ne from the fullness of the poct’s heart. 
Thus encouraged to seek in his utterances the 
expression of a new way of looking at the 
world and man, of the truth as many are just 
beginning to see it, we learn that much which 
men are accustomed to mourn for as lost is 
found again. Mr. Morris is a Defender of 
the Fuith. Sometimes he is too zealous; some- 
times be seems to thrust upon us more than 
we can accept; but he is too truly a poet to be 


hopelesly and helplesly retrograde, and not to 
look at things in the light of the times in which 
we live. If this could be truly said of Chateau- 
briand with reference to the time when he 
lived, Mr. Morris might be called the Chiteau- 
briand of our day; in fact he is more 
nearly what Chateaubriand wished to be 
than what Chfiteaubriand really was. 
Among the most admirable verses in this vol- 
ume are three series of quatrains grouped to- 
gether under the title of Pictures I., II., and 
III.“ 
tion between one quatrain and its neighbors, it 
would be true to say that bere we have some- 
thing very like in form to Fitzgerald's version 
of the Rubaiyat” of Omar. But the resem- 
blance goes no further; and he who reads these 
* Pictures” aright will find in them at least a 
suggestion of the complement and refutation 
of Omar’s gospel of despair. Omar by intro- 
spection and inaction comes to feel that Heaven 
„is “ the vision of fulfilled Desire“; while the 
modern poet in these Pictures” looks away 
from himself, surveys the whole world, and 
ever and anon, in the midst of shame and sin, 
he finds some promise of help, some moment- 
ary sign of better hope to come: 

A god-like Presence, beautiful as dawn, 

Watching, upon an untrodden summit white, 

The Earth’s last day grow full, and fade in night; 

Then, with a sigh, the Presence is withdrawn. 
‘He sometimes sees beneath the splendors of 
triumphant crime its punishment within: 

Slow, hopeless, overborne, without a word, 

Two issuing, as if from Paradise; 

Behind them, stern, and with unpitying eyes, 

Their former selves, wielding a two-edged sword. 
e tricked with gold and gem 
strange barbarie 
Scorn on her lips, and, like a hidden fre, 
Within her eyes cruel, unslaked desire. 
This tells more of truth than Omar’s more 
‘musical lines: 

Hell, the shadow of a soul on fire, 

Cast on that darkness into which ourselves, 

So late emerged from, shall so soon expire. 
The moral to be drawn from the worild-spec- 
tacle of bad and good, of virtue unrewarded 
and uncorrected crime, is given by Mr. Morris 
in The Lesson of Time: 

Lead thou me, Spirit, willing and content 
To be, as thou wouldst have me, wholly spent. 
Or n No More, No More: 
But should some mightier hand completion send, 
And smooth life's stream unrippled to its end, 
Our sated souls, filled with an aching pain, 
Would yearn for waning days and years again, 
Our gain is joss, we keep but what we give, : 
And only daily dying may we live. 1 
In The Pathos of Art,“ Vendredi Saint,” 
and A Great Gulf,” the same train of thought 
is worked out. When, however, the poet at- 
tempts to unfold his positive faith, he ceases to 
speak as a poet should and grows peremptory, 
as in Confession and in the last part of 
„The New Creed,” where he cries somewhat 
petulantly: 

But let the doubter babble as he can. 
The first pages of the poem give a most ef- 
fective picture of the uncompromising and 
half-articulate skepticism of the very young. 
A word should be said of Odatis, a story 
borrowed from Athenmus and exquisitly 
told; and of St. Christopher, where the poet, 
though beautifully loyalto his faith, is not 
dogmatic, and therefore is at his best. Cly- 
temnestra in Paris is a doubtful essay in 
tho vein of Browning's The Ring and the 
Book. Of the Breton poems translated at the 
end a word might be said, were it not needful 
to deal quickly with Mr. Edwin Arnold's In- 


dian Idyis.” 

Haste is , for Mr. Arnold's muse is 
so prolific that it is difficult to review his last 
book before anew one confronts us. If he 
would make haste more slowly not only 
would his reviewers have time to draw 
a long breath, but the quality of his 
translations would be greatly improved. 
With Mr. Arnold's selections there is little 
fault to find. They are all from the Mahäb- 
hirata ’’—one of the two colossal, two unpar- 
ulleled“ epics in the sacred language of India, 
which the translator has, for insufficient reasons, 
called The Iliad and the Odyssey of India.“ 
It can hardly be doubted that the extracts here 
given include what Mr. Arnold considers the 
most interesting and readable parts of the Ma- 
haibhfirata”’; indeed, that he has chosen rather 
to transiate the story of Nala and Damayanti 
than to give any other equally extended episode 
from the Mahäbhärata is significant. It is 
time to protest against a tendency which our 
transiator betrays to extort from us ignorant 
admiration for mere bulk of the sacred 
poems of India. greater part (two-thirds) 
of this book gives a most exquisit story already 
known through Milman’s version, setting forth 
the wooing, wedding, wandering, and reunion 
of Nala and Damayanti. Here we have appar- 
ently the one part of the limiticss epic which 
has great and sustained poetic excelience. The 
longest of the other selections is ** Savitri; or, 
Love and Death.“ This story has — already 
much talked of, and in part ; but 
there is already a falling off, if we compare this 
with Nala and ti.” It appears that, 
even in the translator's opinion, a part of the 
story falls below the level of good poetry; since 
toward the end a prose abstract is given, and 
no full translation.

even though, as the great showman asserts, if 
our people cannot secure humbugs from one 
source they will quickly turn to another for 
them? 

The importation of these products to the 
United States may not be excessively great, but 
they affect the balance of trade, and the latter 
is the root ef the evil with which our foreign 
cousins are troubled. Show them bow the bal- 
ance of trade may be turned in their favor; 
show them how the importations may be turned 
to their profit by affording them pecuniary prof- 
it as nations, and giving them a credit in the 
balance sheet of commerce, and the prejudice 
now existing will quickly die away. Nations 
are in many particulars like individuals. The 
prejudices and necessities of the latter deter- 
mine the politics of the former. It is said that 
men may be influenced through their pockets 
more readily than by any other means. So na- 
tions may be more readily influenced through 
their exchequer. 

Ketaliation may seem unmanly, but it has 
been the effective instrument in poli- 
tics for years. It is the rule that works both

Many of 
the States already employ veterinarians, and by 
the provision of the Federal law these may de 
members of the Federal Council. Let each 
State appoint its own veterinary inspectors. 
Let each State appoint its own commission of 
experts and cattle-men to determine in connec- 
tion with the Federal officers the sums to be 
d in indemnification of the losses suffered in 
destruction of the diseased animals or the 
quarantine of those suspected, Let these 
officers of the State appointed by its Governor 
receive their compensation from the 
State and partly from the General Government. 
Let the action of the combined commission 
of Federal and State officers be confirmed by 
the Governor of the State, or by some special 
officer appointed for the purpose by that func- 
tionary. Surely such measures should avoid 
the stumpling-blocks in the way of our South- 
ern friends in the establishment of the pro- 
visions of the law proposed. Let any conces- 
sion be made that the dignity of the Nation 
can afford to free the country from the plagues 
that, limited now, must eventually spread 
throughout the length and breadth of our land. 
The cattle interests are too their im- 
portance in the production of world’s food 
supplies too manifest to admit of any trifling at 
this time, and there is every reason to hope 
that wisdom enough may be found among our 
legislators to overcome the prejudice too prev- 
alent in the objec s to the measures under 
consideration.

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“UNCLE DICK” AT HOME. 


At @ a. m. the Chicago train stopped not long 
since at Lincoln, III. From the rear sleeper a 
solitary pilgrim descended and encduntered a 
fierce snow-storm that buffeted him in the face, 
and pushed against him, and roared menacingly 


from the telegrapb-wires, as if to prevent his 


presence. 

Long studied he as to the route which led to 
shelter from the hostile storm, and at length 
espied a little light in the far distance, which 
he reached after much struggling with ambus- 
ending ditches, broken sidewalks, posts which 
suddenly came in the way as if they had 


erated in his feelings over this ungenial wel- 
come, he gained a fire and a bed. | 

Gazing from the hotel windows the next 
morhing he found that Lincoln was not at its 
best. The sky was as sombre as if in three- 
quarter mourning; the streets were vast streams 
of mud, as black as night, and as unfathoma- 
ble. Across the way were lines of stores, brick 
and wood, with their fronts “ banged” to in- 
orease their hight. There was a black dog in 
un opposit doorway that cast appealing and in- 
oesgant glances at the door-handle, as if that 
were the thing which would admit him to the 
Gre within. A few men, with their trousers 
thrust into muddy boots, came at intervals 
Mom the sidewalk, coming apparently from 
nowhere, wanting nothing as it seemed, and 
goitig to no place in particular. 

Leaving the hotel in due season the pilgrim 
went out into the city. He boldly crossed the 
great cbannels of mud used for streets, but 
fortuhately frozen into rigidity; he went east, 
then west, then diagonally otherwise, changing 
his course at intervals. He passed along side- 
walks under wooden awnings; he saw vast col- 
lections of farmers’ wagons side by side, their 
teams hitched to interminable lines of wooden 
railings; he passed parks whose trees had been 
sawed off at the top at a level so uniform that 
it appeared to be the work of some gigantic 
scoytheman; and at last pe reached the house 
to which he had been directed.

‘Uncle Tim had to be sold. I well remember 
him as he stood up on a box to be ready for the 
sale. He was a powerful man, far above the 
ayerage hight, with a maniy bearing, a fine 
face, and a skin as black as ebony. He nad al- 
ways been very fond of us children, and I 
thought almost as much of him as if he had 
been my own father. 

“As he stood waiting ge implored, with tears 
streaming from his eyes a brother, of my 
father to buy him.

„His face lighted up with pride and pleasure 
as 1 said this, but which was immediately fol- 
lowed by a look of despair. He came down, lifted 
me up in his arms, and said sadly: ‘ Thanks, 
Marse Dick, you are 4 pore orphan and won't 
never be rich enough to buy Uncle Tim.’ He 
was sold, and being past his prime only brought 
some $400. 

„I moved to Tlinois in time; I struggled; I 
went back to Kentucky, and grew no richer. I 
used to see Uncle Tim occasionally, and I al- 
ways assured him that some day I would buy 
him. He always seémed to listen to me grate- 
fully, but apparently had no hope of my suc- 
cess. In 1840 J went to California, and after 
much effort I made a few thousand dollars, and 
then returned to the States. The first thing I 
did was to fulfill my promise. I sent the 
money to my brother, and Uncle Tim was pur- 
chased. 


‘*T was standing in front of the porch of my 
brother's house some days later when Uncle 
Tim came out of a piece of woods a little dis- 
tance away and approached along a pathway. 
It was a striking picture—such as I never be- 
fore or since nave witnessed. He was a giant 
in stature; his Abundant gray hair was thrown 
back on his shoulders, his face was livid and 
ashen, reminding one of. the statue of Moses by 
Michael Angelo. His countenance was aglow”’ 
here Oglesby rose to his feet, and with ex- 
panded chest brought his upraised arm down 
with the sweep of a sle@ye-hammer, and con- 
tinued— and shone as if lighted by the very 
presence of the Holy Ghost. When he caught 
sight of me he stopped, threw back his head, 
raised his arms far above him, and exclaimed:

His father was originally u cooper, and was 


Colonel ot a militia regiment and a member of 


the Legislature. In Juue, 1833, the father was 
keeping a hotel in Brownsboro: and during this 


have fallen under. There were no schools at 
that time for the use of the public. He could 
not read. In knowledge he was not one whit 
removed from savagery, except in the Chris- 
tian teachings of his home, There was no 
money in those days in such remote districts 
as the one in which he lived. The people were 
primitive, kind, generous, hospitable. They 
could only pity his misfortunes and afford him 
such consolation as can be found in kind ut- 
Aftér the death of bis father he managed, 


of mental arithmetic. This is substantially all 
the actual schooling of his life, except a three 
months’ term which he took in 1843 at Decatur, 
Il. He worked for his uncle, doing the labor, 
much of it mental, which would be required of 
a boy in a small village. His life at this period 
was One of unusual privation, which, coupled 
with the death of his relatives and the 
dispersion of his family, gave u tinge of melan- 
choly to a disposition which naturally was gay 
and exuberant. It occurred many times to the 
pilgrim as he sat in the cozy library and 
watched the play of light and shadow on the 
face of the Governor that there was 1n his com- 
position a suggestion of gloom which perhaps 
owed its origin to these early days of orphan- 
age, severity, and servile labor. 

In 1836 his uncle removed to Decatur, III.. 
and brought with him the future Governor of 
this great Commonwealth and two of his sis- 
ters. Did the young orphan feel like Dick 
Whittington as he, equally friendless and poor, 
entered the great City of London, whose Lord 
Mayor he was one day to become? Probably 
he had no presentiment of his coming great- 
ness; possibly, so far as he interrogated the 
future, a bit of land which he should 
in time own, and a modest competence earned 
by arduous and incessant labor and shared by 
some rosy-cheeked woman formed the constit- 
uents of the eachanting picture with which his 
imagination supplied him. 

For a year the family of six worked a small 
farm, slept, cooked, and lived in one room. 
During this year fate, as if he had not already 
been sufficiently afflicted, struck him again in 
the person of his younger sister, who died and 
was buried at Decatur. The uncle and nephew 
managed the farm and performed all the labor. 
Evidently discouraged with Illinois, the uncle, 
at the end of the year, migrated back to Ken- 
tucky, taking the nephew with him. The latter 
was put out to work on a farm, and at the end 
of another year the uneasy uncle once more re-

In 1842 he returned to Illinois, worked at his 
trade when he could find anything to do, and 
in the winter of the same year he obtained 
three months of the only regular schooling of 
his life under the teaching of Lemuel Allen, 
now a resident of Pekin, and who is regarded 
by his old pupil as a most capital instructor.

A LAW STUDENT.

Judge Emerson having been promoted to the 
bench, Oglesby formed a partnership with Maj.

During his 
absence he covered an enormous field of travel, 
in which were included Russia, all Eastern and 
Central Europe, the Holy Land, Turkey, Italy.

Soon after coming back he was in great de- 
mand tor lectures. His lecture was supposed 
to be the Holy Land, and this he has delivered 
hundreds of times, and always with the great- 
est success." On one occasion he lectured at 
Bloomington, Lincoln, Judge Davis, and other 
men of note being present. He was warmly 
congratulated by these distinguished gentle- 
men, Lincoln remarking: Diek, I don't know 
that 1 bave ever heard anything which pleased 
me better.“ The pyramids having been men- 
tioned in the lecture, Lincoln continued, turu- 
ing to Judge Davis: “ Well, vavis, it does not 
seem to be so far back to Abraham as it used 
to be when we were boys.

IN THE WAR AGAINST THE SLAVEHOLDERS. 

The war career of the Governor was one 
which extended over a good deal of time, in- 
cluded several battles, and was rewarded by 
promotion of almost unprecedented rapidity. 
He was made Colonel of the Eighth Illinois 
Volunteers. He was in command for a time in 
Cairo and at Bird’s Point, in Missouri; be par- 


the physicians announced that he could not 
recover. He was promoted to a Brigadier- 
Generalship after the battle of Donelson. His 
wound so interfered with his movements in the 
field that he was forced finally to leave the act- 
ive service. He presided over the general 
court-martial held in Washington by which 
Surgeon-General Hammond was tried, and 
finally was permitted by Stanton to resign in 
order to permit him to accept the nomination 
for Governor which had been tendered him by 
the Republicans of Illinois, but it was only 
after the nomination had actually been made 
that the resignation was accepted by the exact- 
ing Secretary of War. The nomination was 
made in May, 1864, and in the following autumn 
he was elected by a majority of some 90,000 
votes. 

He was very active during this period in 
carrying out war-measures, and at the close of 
the War he visited the troops in the field, and 
after a long tour reached Washington the 
afternoon of the 14th of April, just in time to 
be there at the consumimation of the work of 
the assasin Booth. He staid with the Presi- 
dent during the night of his death, and accom- 
panied the remains on the long tour made by 
the funeral cortége on its way to Springfield. 

In 1872 he was again elected Governor, this 
time by 40,000 majority, and within a short 
time after the assembling of the Legislature he 
was elected to the United States Senate. He 
filled the position to the close of the term, 
when he retired to the private life which he 
now enjoys.

The company consisted of an old gentle- 
man, a son, and two or three daughters. Dur- 
ing the evening, while sitting around the big 
log fire, I crouched down between the old man 
and the jam of the fireplace. After a time the 
old gentleman, turning to me, put his hand on 
my headin a kindly manner, and said; My 
boy, would you like to become a showman?’ 
* Yes,’ I answered; ‘I had rather be a showman 
than anything else in the world,’ He replied,

‘One 
of my most pleasing recollections of this period 
of my life,” says the Governor, relates to a 
time when I was employed in the livery-stable, 
and when a part of my duties was to attend to 
the horse of Dr. Rogers, who had then recently 
arrived from New York. On one occasioh the 
Doctor was so pleased with my work that he 
gave me a silver dollar—a fortune in those 
days! The Doetor was afterwards, in 1873, the 
Democratic legislator from McLean County, at 
the time when the Legislature did me the honor 
to elect me to the Senate of the United States. 
Dr. Rogers remarked on that occasion that he 
was so well pleased with the care I took of his 


A little episode grew out of this unpopularity 
which is illustrative ot a salient trait in the 
character of the Governor. The opposition 
against him grew into open murmurs, and ar- 
ranged itself about a member of the same com- 
pany, who, it was urged by the malcontents, 
would be a better man in Oglesby's place. They 
began to demand that there should be held an- 
other election. 

One day at the close of dress-parade a young 
man stepped in frontof the company and said 
in a loud voice: I will bet two jacknives and 
a quarter of a dollar that Blank |naming the 
rival of the unpopular Lieutenant] can beat 
Dick Oglesby in a foot-race of sixty yards. A 
friend of the latter immediately stepped for- 
ward and accepted the challenge. 

„I knew at once,” said the Governor, in com- 
menting on the incident, “ what this challenge 
meant. It was an attempt to disgrace me. 
He was a noted athlete, especially as a runner, 
and it was thought he could beat me easily. 
Then it was expected that I would be forced to 
resign, and he would, of course, be elected to 
fill the vacancy. 

„ accepted the challenge, for there was 
nothing else to do, It was success or ruin. 
The proposed event created an immense 
amount of excitement, and was the talk of the 
camp. I had my supporters, and they bet their 
jacknives, money when they had it, and any- 
thing which would be accepted as a wager. 

“The appointed day came, and, stripped to 
the buff, except as to trousers, we toed the 
line. Both were bareheaded, I was barefooted, 
he wore his stockings. Along on both sides of 
the track to be run over the entire regiment 
was gathered, and with it were vast numbers of 
civilian spectators. I felt that my very life 
would win—I must 

“The word was given and we started like 
deer-hounds. We ran abreast, not the fraction 
ofan inch being perceptible as the gain of 
either. Pull away from him I could not. The 
crowd roared and cheered, and frantically 
called the names of one or the other of us to 
win the race. Clinging thus to each other, we 
went on till we began to near the line, and for 
a moment a feeling of despair came over me, 
and I believed I was lost! Just then there came 
over me like an electric flash the conviction: I 
cannot, I must not, lose! A mighty impulse 
possessed me; I made a prodigious bound and 
crossed the line six inches in advance! 

“The roar that went up from the crowd was 
deafening! I was the hero of the hour! From 
that time there was no opposition in the com- 
pany, and my opponent became a hearty 
friend.” 

On his return from Mexico the Governor re- 


1 sumed the practice of law at Decatur until De- 


cember of 1848, when he attended for three 
months the Louisville Law School, and re- 
ceived his diploma in the spring of 1849. 

He had hardly had his diploma framed and 
hung up when he abandoned the practice of 
law, became a modern Jason, chartered and 
rigged an Argo in the shape of a six-mule team, 
and started in search of the Golden Fleece, then 
to be found in a later Coichis known as Cali- 
fornia. He made the trip, but was crushed be- 
tween the Symplegades in a loss of $3,000 by 
the failure of Barton and the loss of $3,500 by 
the burning of Nevada, He returned from

| California, having in his possession a portion 


without there being held a convention. He 
was first spoken of as an independent candi- 
date, but it was soon ascertained that his op- 
ponent, James C. Robinson, the Democratic 
nominee, was determined that Oglesby should 
be placed squarely upon the platform as a 
Republican candidate. In our joint debate, 
said the Governor, I found that my position 
as an independent candidate was untenable; 
besides it was not congenial to my feelings. I 
saw that Mr. Robinson, with a large majority, 
to begin with, would be likely to increase it, 
and, without consulting my friends, in our 
joint debate at Marshall, in Clark County, I 
came out and took strong Kepublican ground; 
and from that time on it was a rough-and- 
tumble fight, but good-naturedly conducted to 
the end of the campaign. Mr. Robinson was 
an able debater and a strong man in his party, 
and I had my hands full to compete with nim.” 

An incident of this campaign is thus related 
by the Governor: On one occasion a meeting 
was held at Louisville, Clay County; and as 
Robinson had the concluding speech I ad- 
journed to the street in front of the hotel, 
where I found an Irishman with a violin, and 
about him were some of his friends. He agked 
me if I could play? I answered that I thought 
I could play well enough for a street dance, and 


taking the fiddle I began playing the Arkansaw 


Traveler.” A crowd soon collected; large num- 
bers came out of the court-house in which 
Robinson was speaking, and soon there was a 
dance in progress in which everybody took a 
part. Upon closing his speech, my worthy op- 
ponent came out, looked for a moment over the 
ne, and then, to get even with me, he rushed 
nto the dance, pulled off his coat and com- 
menced dancing with the vim of adervish. It 
is my houest opinion that before the dance was 
over he had recaptured from me every friend 
that I had made by my fiddling. The only sat- 
isfaction that I got out of the occurrence was 
that I had been able to make the Democratic¢ 
candidate dance to my music.”’ 

The friends of Robinson had confidently ex- 
pectéd to carry the district by from 4,000 to 
5,000 votes; his actual majority was a little 
over 1,800. 

In 1860, in order to aid in the election of 
Judge Trumbull to the United States Senate, 
Oglesby consented to run for the State Senate 
from the Bloomington district, which had here- 
tofore been Democratic by a majority of 1,200. 
He consented; his opponent, Col. Coler was a 
strong and popular man; there were joint de- 
bates and a vast amount of excitement, with 
the result that Oglesby was elected by a ma- 
jority of 240 votes. 

LINCOLN’S ADVICE. 

The Governor relates the following in regard 
to Lincoln:

FRENCH CAVALRY. 


The Impression Made by Its Maneuvres 
on the Mind of an American 
Officer. 


An Official Report That Will Be Read with In- 
terest by Civilians. | 


[Written for 1 Chicago Tribune.) 

Four days ago the War Department at Wasb- 
ington received the official report made by 
Lieut.-Col. William J. Volkmar upon the 
French cavalry maneuvres, which, in company 
with representatives of other Governments, he 
witnessed in August last. The paper differs 
from the average official documents in that it 
is written more like a sketch than a dry report, 
and it is replete with interest to all American 


Journal of the Military Service Institution of the 
United States, to whose editor the writer is in- 
debted for the advance-sheets. 

Cul. Volkmar was in Europe upon leave ot 
absence when the invitation was received at 
Washington from the French Government to 
detail its special representative to witness the 
annual maneuvres. He was on the staff of 
Gen. Sheridan, who gladly designated him as 
one of the fittest American officers for such a 
service. He was instructed by the Adjutant- 
General to collect the most detailed informa- 
tion possible concerning French military meth- 
ods. Col. Volkmar had met a number of French 
Officers on their visit to this country during 
the Yorktown centennial celebration, and in 
the beginning of his report he refers to the 
great courtesy and kindness offered him by 
these as well as other officers in the French 
service. He dwelis particularly upon the kind- 
ness extended to him by Gen. Boulanger, Chief 
of the Bureau of Infantry; Col. Bossau, of the 
Sixth the Baron d’ Abovilie, Captain 
of the General Staff; and the Viscomte de 
Goudello, of the Thirteenth Battalion of Chas- 
seurs a Pied. 

MUSIC AND MARCHING. 

July 14," he writes, 1 had my first view 
of any considerable body of French troops at a 
review of the army of Paris by the President 
of the French Republic in the Bois de Boulogne. 
It was the anniversary of the capture of the 
Bastile, and about 20,000 troops of all arms of 
service were paraded in full uniform and 
massed in eight columas upon race-course 
at Longchamps, There were three columns of 
infantry, one of artillery, and four of cavalry, 
besides detachments of engineers, Garde Re- 
publicaine, and gendarmes. The artillery and 
cavalry passed at a trot. The marching was 
excellent. Distances were maintained so per- 
feotly that this huge body of troops was exactly 
one hour in passing the reviewing stand. Later 
when I came to witness the grand review of 
the combined Seventh and Eighth Army Corps, 
terminating the autumn maneuvres, I was 

n impressed by an unexpected precision of 
nch infantry when marching in long lines at 
review. I accounted for it by a peculiarity 
in their martial music quite novel to me 
and deserving mention. Their band ‘quick- 
steps’ seem to be so arra that at in- 
tervals of about every twenty there came 
a stirring refrain in which the massed drums 
and trumpets of the regiments joined, marking 
in such an unmistakable way that 

clear to the foot of the huge columns even the 
male themselves could hardly fail to keep 
steady step. The regimental bands usually 
number forty musicians. The leader of the 
band is an officer with the rank of Lieutenant. 
In combat drums and trumpets do not sound 
except for the charge, commands being given 
by the voice or by means of whistles carried by 
officers. These piercing whistle signals are 
much more Clearly heard amidst crashing vol- 


emy’s lines is over; the regimental bands, pre- 
ceding the advancing reserves, play the inspir- 
ing ‘Marseilles’ arranged asa quickstep. A 
French foot soldier carrying a load 
than sixty-six pounds could hardly march with 
the steadiness I have described but for the 
adroitly-arranged music. 

The morning ot Aug. 16 the officers 
left Paris in a body for Mourmeion-le-Grand, 
where were to be installed during the ear- 
lier pe of the maneuvres. I freely mingled 
with French officers of all grades, and nothing 
could have been more gratifying than their evi- 
dent interest in matters relating to our coun- 
try and army. The youngest Lieutenant 
seemed as well informed as their oldest Gener- 
als upon the history of our last War. Four- 
teen nations besides my own were represented. 
Great Britain was represented by Col. Villiers, 
Grenadier Guards, military attaché at Paris; 
Russia by Lieut.-Gen. Taube, commanding the 
Twelfth Army Corps; and Germany by Maj. de 
Gossier, A. D. C. to Fieldmarshal von Moltke. 

*“ Arriving at Mourmelon-le-Grand we were 
distributed in lodgings among the inhabitants 
of the little garrison town, but always met at 
table in the same place, where orders tor the 
day were usually communicated to us through 
the senior officer of the *“‘ Foreign Mission,“ as 


we were officially led. Gen. de Galliffet 
ealled with his staff immediately after 
our arrival. 

THE CAVALRY. 


For several years past earnest attention has 
been given to the improvement of the French 
cavalry, and toward the close of each summer 
large bodies of mounted troops have been con- 
centrated for instruction upon an extended 
scale. Foreign officers have not usually 
been admitted to these special cavalry exer- 
cises, but new tactics having been adopted late-

actual command is that of the Twelfth Army 
Corps, and who bas long been distinguished as 
an authority upon cavairy, was announced as 
director of all the cavalry maneuvres. When 
maneuvres were over the General with great 
frankness said that he had hoped no foreign offi- 
cers would be admitted, because his time was so 
engaged with the troops that he had none to 
spare for visitors; but, bowing to the prefer- 
enee of the Minister of War, he was glad to 
meet us, and hoped we might have gained use- 
ful knowledge from what we had seen. The 
cavalry maneuvres of 1883 comprised opera- 
tions by six ‘independent divisions’ of cay- 
groups of two divisions. 

Four divisions were concentrated at the Camp 
of Chalons and two near Chartres, all under the 
direction of Gen. de Galliffet. The second se- 
ries at the Camp of Chalons, executed by the 
Second and Fourth Divisions of Cavalry, were 
those to which the foreign staff was admitted. 

The camp is contained in an irregular fig- 
ure to about nine miles by six in its largest 
dimensions. It was situated about 150 miles to 
the eastward of Paris. The soil is springy and 
admirably adapted to rapid movements of cav- 
alry. There are excellent ranges for musketry 
and field artillery practice, commodious bar- 
racks and stabies, and a fine riding hall of stone.

„% The cavalry ot France comprises seventy- 
seven regiments, as follows: Twelve regiments 
of cuirassiers, twenty-six of dragoons, thirty- 
two of light cavalry—ot which twenty are chas- 
seurs and twelve are hussars—four regiments 
of ‘Chasseurs d' Afrique,“ and three of Spahis. 
The cuirassiers and dragoons form the heavy 
cavalry, the chasseurs and husears the light. 
Both cuirassiers and dragoons carry long, 
heavy sabres, and are mounted upon the 
heaviest horses for shock. The cuirassiers 
were the beaviest cuirass, and are armed with 
revolvers; the dragoons wear no cuirass, and 
carry carbines but no pistols. Not long ago 
the cuirasé was taken from all wearing it and 
carbines were issued in place of revolvers, mak- 
ing all the heavy cavalry practically dragoons; 
but such a strong sentiment remained in favor 
of the cuirass that it has been restcred to half 
the old regiments and the carbine replaced by 
the revolver as before. The chasseurs and 
hussars differ only in name and but very slight- 
ly in uniform. They have an iden equip- 
ment of light, curved sabre and carbine, wear 
shakoes instead of helmets, and ride light

„At the maneuvres the squadron numbered 
100 horses, not counting those of officers; I was 
told that in times of war the squadrons would 
be filled to the limit of 156 officers and men and 
144 horses. There is always a certain propor- 
tion of men left dismounted for the pertorm- 
ance of various duties.

It they will send a competent person to 
call on our citizens who have used different de- 
vioes, and find out how many have been and 
are being swindled by worthiess and dangerous 
devices, they will have no trouble in getting 
any amount of testimony showing that 
large numbers of boilers have been 
greatly damaged, some nearly ruined and ren- 
dered unsafe until repaired. They will find by 
consulting with competent engineers and 
boilermakers that whenever hot or cold water 
or any liquid substance strikes the outside of a 
boiler it interferes with the uniform ex- 
pansion of it, and the boiler-

An English Bachelor's Charity Pro- 
viding Marriage Portions for Deserv- 
ing Girls. 

In the year 1719 Henry Raine, a wealthy 
brewer, and a parishioner of St. George’s-in- 
the-East, determined to do something sound 
and practical for the parish in whivh he had 
been born and where he had acquired his 
great wealth and prosperity. The simple 
words of this fine old gentieman’s will show 
the spirit that animated his pious intention; 
** Whereas it has pleased Almighty God, from a 
small beginning to faise me to a plentiful fort- 
une, and to enable me to assist my relations, 
who, by God’s blessing on their endeavors, no 
longer need my assistance, I think it my duty, 
in gratitude to God and obedience to the pre- 
cepts of Christian charity, to settle part of my 
substance for charitable uses. He proceeded 
to do so as follows: First of all he erected a 
pile of buildings, which may be seen 
to this day in Charles street, Old 
Gravel lane, to be used as a free school 
for fitty boys and fifty girls of the parish 
of St. George’s-in-the-East. Attached to the 
schools were residences forthe master and 
mistress. Inserted in the facade were models 
of the school-boy and school-girl of the period, 
in their quaint costumes of the last century, 
and placed in a conspicuous place on the build- 
ing was the precept, expressed in 
very simple words: “Come in and learn your 
duty to God and Man.” Hewas an old bach- 
elor, and he determined to keep unmarried so 
that he might do what he could for his relatives 
and never hamper the one idea of his life. 

But the great idea of Henry Raine,which has 
been perpetuated to this very day, was the set- 
ting apart of a certain sum for marriage por- 
tions, to be aw by lot to certain of the 
girls who had attained the age of 22 and had 
been previously educated at the schools and at 
the asylum founded by him. Having rendered 
a girl of St. George’s-in-the-East a good 
scholar and a thrifty young woman, he was de- 
termined, if possible, to make her a valuable 
wife, under arrangements by which, if fortune 
favored her when she dipped into the lucky 
bag, she might on her wedding-day receive the 
sum of £100; nay, more, she might even enjoy, 
with her husband and her friends, a wedding 
banquet at the founder’s expense. Henry 
Raine would not allow any of * Raine’s girls 
to look further than the parishes of St. 
George’s-in-the-East, St. Paul's, Shadwell, or 
St. John’s, Wapping, for a husband. If she se- 
lected a partner elsewhere she was doomed to 
forfeit her hundred pounds. The marriage 
portion ceremony remains to this date what it 
was in old Raine’s time, 150 years ago. May 1, 
the day appointed for the marriage of Raine’s 
rosiere, the bells of St. George’s-in-the-East 
ring out a merry peal. Many of the parishion- 
ers and all the trustees attend the service, 
when a special sermon is preached by a select- 
ed preacher, and the marriage of last year's 
lucky ones is duly solemnized. Directly after 
the marriage service the Governors, Trustees, 
and their friends repair to the old hall in 
Raine’s school, where the drawing for the mar- 
riage portion takes place. It is conducted ex- 
— to a program drawn out by the 
ounder. 


The lottery-tickets are sealed up strictly ac- 
cording to pious fnjunction, they are put into 
the very canister that Henry Raine selected 
himself, and the ceremonial-table, a splendid 
piece of furniture, is Raine's own gift. Hymns 
are sung and voluntaries played during the | 
drawing of the lots, speeches are made both to 
the successful and unsuccessful candidates, 
and the lucky young woman is duly congratu- 
lated and warned for wedding the next Ist of 
May. The drawing over, the wedding banquet 
takes place, at which the marriage portion is 
handed to the young woman who had been 
married that very morning. It is significant, 
in connection with this wedding banquet, that 
so long as 150 years ago the old founder almost 
anticipated the historical appetite of 
the “voracious vestryman,” for he de- 
creed that on the day of the wedding a din- 
ner should be provided for the bride and 
bridegroom and their friends, but that the Gov- 
ernors and friends of the foundation should 
also dine together, but at their own expense. 
The first ode sung annually at the wedding- 
feast is very quaint and characteristic. It calls 
on the Spirit of Love, who in the days of old 
didst move thy servant to provide this goodly 
help to virtue’s cause, shed on our hearts thy 
grace, and aid us to fulfill the plans of Raine’s 
munificence!"’ and further the following quat- 
rain is chanted: 


And when long years have come and gone, 

Still shall the work of good go on: 

And many a nymph and many a swain 

Shall bless with joy the name of Raine. 
A purse of 100 golden sovereigns is then handed 
to the bride, and, after more hymns and odes 
according to the Raine ritual. the newly-mar- 
ried couple and their friends retire.”’ 

Unfortunately, the full and best intentions of 

old Henry Raine were never carried out. Liv- 
ing and dying unmarried, he left all his prop- 
erty to his two nephews, and in his will he 
strictly enjoined them to invest £4,000 in the 
3 per cents in order to give a marriage portion 
and a wedding-breakfast to two girls instead of 
one. His dying request to the two nephews 
who had inherited his plentiful stock and his 
trade in brewing is very touching. He 
bad no earthly doubt that the said William 
Duffin and William Wilson would fulfill his dy- 
ing request. It,“ said he, my nephews had 
seen, as I have, six poor innocent maids come 
trembling to draw the prize, and the fortunate 
maid that got it burst out in tears with excess 
of joy, they would readily perform the same.“ 
Alas! for the faith of this excellent uncle. The 
nephews undutifully winked at his sentiment 
and satisfied their consciences in some other 
way. Anyhow, the £4,000 were never invested,

In the inscrutable wisdom of an all-wise Provi- 
dence all the legitimate descendants of Ananias 
and Sapphira have become New York cor- 
respondents for country papers, and oh, how 
they lie! Four or five, yes, half a dozen 
years ago there was some basis of truth 
for that story, for then a great many women 
did use chloroform as an intoxicant, but of late 
years that taste has become comparatively 
rare. Even when that vice was most prevalent, 
where one woman used chloroform three took 
chloral and five were addicted to hypodermic in- 
jections or the internal use of morphia, and 
the one habit that bas spread most and has the 
greatest number of victims now, by far, is the 
subcutaneous injection of morphine. Such at 
feast has been the result of my observation, 


and I think I know the business.“

Another druggist said: The writer of that 
paragraph, I see, settles upon the women of 
the East Side as those most addicted to the use 
of chloroform. He is wrong. Formerly— 
several years ago—I suppose they took their 
share of it, as a good many women then did, 
but it has gone out of fashion, and a much less 
hurtful and more social fluid refreshment, 
known as beer, has supplanted it.

They will buy small quantities of the 
fluid from different drug stores, where they are 
not known, and under various pretexts. Often 
they will get it in the form of a very strong 
chloroform liniment, when they simply pur- 
inhaling it, but wish to conceal the fact. 

re are almost as may women who 
use sulphuric ether in that way as there 
are who take chloroform, but the latter 
is most likely to be preferred, as it is 
sweeter and pleasanter. When the evil effects 
of hydrate of chloral were exposed a number 
of years ago, at a time when it was a popular 
drug for those who sought intoxication other 
than alcoholic, a good many women were badly 
scared, but, unable to drop everything of tho 
sort, turned from it to chloroform and ether. The 
habit of getting drunk on such things becomes 
fixed, just as the habit of liquor-drinking does, 
but it is less likely to spread and make new 
permanent victims, because there is no socia- 
bility about these drug drunks.
